CANADIAN  HEMLOCK 


A  native  evergreen  tree  and  the  best  of  ail 
conifers  planted.

CULTURE,  SOIL  AND  PLANTING  INSTRUCTIONS 


Rhododendrons  and  Azaleas  require  acid  soil.  Because  of  this  require¬ 
ment  many  sections  of  the  country  where  the  soil  shows  an  alkaline  have 
been  prevented  from  enjoying  these  beautiful  flowering  shrubs. 

Recreation  gardeners  need  no  longer  despair  of  these  gorgeous  repre¬ 
sentatives  of  our  native  plants.  Prepare  the  soil  carefully  by  spading  thor¬ 
oughly  to  a  depth  of  12  to  15  inches,  then  mix  one  pound  of  Aluminum 
Sulphate  to  each  15  square  feet  of  soil.  The  Aluminum  Sulphate  will  make 
the  soil  acid  enough  for  best  growth.  These  plants  —  Rhododendrons, 
Azaleas  and  Hemlock,  require  plenty  of  moisture.  They  are  shallow- 
rooted  plants  and  get  their  moisture  from  the  surface  of  the  ground  and 
should  be  watered  quite  frequently  for  best  results.  If  your  soil  is  alkaline 
we  advise  using  Aluminum  Sulphate  or  your  plants  will  perish  from  lack 
of  acid. 

We  can  supply  Aluminum  Sulphate  at  10c  per  pound  or  $6.50  per  100 
pounds. 

We  pack  all  trees  and  shrubs  with  native  soil,  leaf  mold  and  burlap 
so  they  will  reach  you  in  good  live  condition.
